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Preamble . - WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Kerala is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is 
satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action for the purpose hereinafter 
appearing; 

NOW , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause ( 1) of article 213 of the Constitution of India , the 
Governor is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 


1. Short title. This Ordinance may be called the Kerala 
Education (Amendment) Ordinance , 1960. 


2. Suspension of operation of section 11 of Act 6 of 1959 
and the Rules thereunder . - Notwithstanding anything contained 
in sub - section ( 3 ) of section 1 of the Kerala Education Act, 
1958 (6 of 1959) , and in Notification No. Ed. ( C. Spl.) 21564/ 59 / 
EHD., dated 27th May , 1959, bringing into force section 11 and 
certain other sections of the said Act with effect from the first 
day of June , 1959 , nothing in the said section 11 or in the Kerala 
Education Rules, 1959, in so far as such rules relate to matters 
provided for in that section , shall come into operation or shall 
be deemed ever to have come into operation until the first day 
of January, 1961.

ORDER 
In the circular read as 1st paper above Government have 
ordered that in the case of officers unauthorisedly or mistakenly 
retained in service after the correct date of their retirement the 
pay and allowances paid to them after the correct date of retire 
ment would be recovered from the Heads of Offices or Depart 
ments who are responsible for such irregular retention . In the 
circular read as 2nd paper above it was ordered that proposals 
for waiver of the recovery of pay and allowances in such cases 
would not be considered on any account and that the orders in 
Circular dated 6-10-1951 would be enforced . A question has 
since been raised as to whether recovery from pay of Govern 
ment servants can now be imposed as a specific penalty . 

Under the Kerala Civil Services (Classification , Control 
and Appeal) Rules, 1957 recovery from the pay of an officer is a 
specific penalty and can be imposed only if it is proved that 
there has been any pecuniary loss caused to the Stale Govern 
ment or to the Central Government or to a local authority by 
negligence or breach of orders. Government consider that in 
cases of irregular retention of officers after the due date of their 
retirement, no pecuniary loss is ordinarily caused !o Govern 
ment by such retention , and that, therefore , recovery from the 
pay of the Officers responsible is not possible under the Kerala 
Civil Services Classification , Control and Appeal) Rules. 
Accordingly the Government are pleased to order that the 
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Circular read as 1st paper above will be amended to the effect 
thatwherever the retention of an officer beyond the due date of 
his retirement has been allowed , the officer responsible for such 
retention will be punished and that any of the punishments 
prescribed in the Kerala Civil Services ( Classification , Control 
and Appeal) Rules will be imposed on the officer according to 
the merits of each case .

" Subject to the provisions contained in Rule 77 (vi) the 
haif pay leave to be carried forward will be the balance of 
furlough leave or leave on half average pay for which an officer 
is eligible on the date on which these rules come into force 
diminished by the leave on medical certificate taken before such 
date , under the old rules governing him ." 

(2 ) the following shall be substituted for clause (vi) of 
Rule 77 of Part I. 

" Half pay leave due means the amount of half pay leave 
calculated as prescribed in Rule 83 for the entire service 
diminished by the amount of leave on private affairs and leave 
on medical certificate taken before these rules came into force 
and half pay leave taken on or after that date ; 
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Provided that in the case of officers who are given credit 
for the half pay leave admissible to them as on the date of 
coming into force of these rules in accordance with the provision 
contained in Rule 62 ( 2 ) , the half pay leave according to these 
rules will be calculated only on the service rendered from the 
date on which these rules come into force; 

Provided also that where such leave on private affairs and 
leave on medical certificate already availed of is in excess of the 
period of half pay leave due, reckoned under this Rule as on the 
date on which these rules come into force , such excess shall be 
wiped off.”

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APPENDIX 
RULES FOR THE GRANT OF ADVANCES FOR THE 

PURCHASE OF BICYCLES. 
Rule 1. Advance for the purchase of Bicycles may be sanc 
tioned to Government Servants (Gazetted or Non -Gazetted ) 
whose pay dces not exceed Rs. 300 per mensem . Application 
for advances should be addressed to the Sanctioning Authority 
in the form appended to these rules . 

( The rules are applicable to the whole of Kerala and will 
replace , in their application to the Malabar area , the existing 
provisions regarding the grant of advance for the purchase of 
Cycles contained in the Madras Financial Code Volume I) . 

Rule 2. The following heads of Departments may sanction 
advances to Government Servants under their control. 

1. The Director of Health Services. 
2. The Chief Engineer . 
3. The Inspector-General of Police . 
4. The Chief Conservator of Forests . 
5. The Board of Revenue. 
6. The Director of Agriculture. 
7. The Director of Industries and Commerce. 

8. The Director of Public Instruction . 
With the exceptionsmentioned above no authority subordi 
nale to the Government has power to sanction any advance for 
the purchase of a cycle . 

Rule 3. Every year Government will distribute the Budget 
allotment to the Heads of Departments referred to in Rule 2 
who will sanction the advances, subject to these rules and also 
subject to the limit of funds allotted to each of them . 

Rule 4. No advance will be sanctioned to a Governinent 
Servant unless the Government consider that the possession of 
a cycle would increase his efficiency . As a general rule no 
advance will be sanctioned to any Government Servant unless 
he is in permanent service. The Government may however 
sanction an advance to an officiating or temporary employee 
who has put in a minimum continuous service of 3 ( three) years 
and who is not likely as far as can be foreseen , at the time of 
sanctioning the loan , to be ousted from service . 

No second advance should be granted within three years of 
a previous advance unless satisfactory evidence is produced by 
the Government Servant concerned to the effect that the con 
veyance purchased with the help of the previous advance has 
become vaserviceable . The Sanctioning Authority should 
furnish a certificate with the orders sanctioning the advance 
that the advance sanctioned is either a first advance or a second 
advance sanctioned after a period of three years of the previous 
advance. 

Rule 5. An advance will not exceed three months pay or 
Rs. 200 (Rupees two hundred only) whichever is less and should 
be limited to the anticipated price of the conveyance. If the 
actual price paid is less than the advance taken the balance 
should be refunded to Government immediately .

Rule 6. The principal of the advance should be recovered 
in equal instalments by compulsory deduction from the pay of 
the borrower beginning with the first paynent of a full month s 
pay after the advance is drawn provided that the borrower may 
re-pay two or more instalments at the same time. The maxi 
mum number ofmonthly, instalments in which the advance may 
be permitted to be repaid will be twenty in the case of per 
manent and non - permanent Government servants. In the case 
of non -permanent Government servants the number of instal 
ments should when necessary be fixed with reference to all the 
circumstances at a suitable number lower than the permissible 
maximum 

Rule 7. The whole amount of advance should be completely 
recovered within the period originally fixed unless the sanction 
ing authority extends the period . The amount of monthly 
instalments should not be changed by reason of the borrower 
going on leave or his drawing subsistence allowance. In special 
circumstances the Head of the Department may recommend that 
the Government should reduce the monthly instalments in a 
particular case for the duration of the period during which the 
borrower does not draw any pay . 

Rule 8. Simple interest at 41 % will be charged on the 
principal amount. The recovery of the interest will begin with 
the pay of the month subsequent to the month in which the re 
payment of the principal is completed. Interest should be cal 
culated on the balance outstanding on the last day of each month . 
If the total amount of interest does not appreciably exceed the 
amount fixed for the equal monthly instalments for recovery of 
the principal, it should be recovered in a single instalment ; 
otherwise it should be recovered in instalments not appreciably 
exceeding that amount. 

Rule 9. Before sanctioning an advance the sanctioning 
authority should satisfy itself that the grant of the advance does 
not involve any departure from the rules, and that no recovery 
against previous advances is outstanding against the applicant. 
A copy of the order sanctioning the advance should be com 
municated to the Accountant General. The advance when 
sanctioned should be drawn within a period of 2 (two) months 
from the date of sanction . 

Rule 10. A Government Servant who takes an advance 
should within one month after drawing the advance, furnish the 
Head of Office with a certificate stating the particulars of the 
conveyance purchased with the advance and the cash receipts 
obtained for the amount actually paid . The Head of Office 
should furnish a certificate to the audit office that he has veri - 
fied the voucher for the purchase of the Cycle and the excess 
amount if any has been refunded furnishing particulars of such 
refund . A copy of such certificate should be furnished to the 
sanctioning authority also .

ORDER 
In the G. O. read as 4th paper above, Government have 
revised the rules relating to the grant of loans to Industrial 
Co -operatives in pursuance of the decisions taken at a con 
ference held on 22-1-1959. Subsequently, with reference to 
the various suggestions received from the Director of Industries 
and Commerce in regard to actual working of the rules, the 
definition of industrial co -operatives and also the suggestions 
of the Comptroller , etc. it has become necessary to re- issue the 
rules with the modifications suggested . The following decisions 
taken at the conference held on 22-1-1959 are re- iterated 
below : 

( 1 ) The maximum credit limit of Co -operative Societies 
engaged in small scale industries should have some bearing on 
the paid up share capital of members and should not ordinarily 
exceed ten times the paid -up share capital plus reserve fund . 

( 2 ) There should be separate rules for the grant of State 
loans to co -operative societies engaged in small scale indus 
Ties, in handicrafts and in Khadi and Village Industries. 
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( 3 ) Collection of a minimum share capital from prospec 
tive members should be insisted on before any society, engaged 
in small scale industries or Handicrafts or Khadi and Village 
Industries is registered . 

It has subsequently been decided that a minimum share 
capital should be prescribed for industrial co -operatives engaged 
in small scale industries and accordingly Government direct 
that a minimum share capital of Rs. 500 shall be insisted on 
before registering any co -operative society engaged in small 
scale industries and in the case of handicrafts societies and 
Village Industries Societies, the minimum share capital to be 
collected before registration shall be Rs. 200 . 

( 4 ) In the case of newly started Societies inasmuch as it 
would be difficult to furnish certificates of solvency and repay . 
ing capacity , it would be sufficient if a certificate indicating the 
paid -up share capital of members, extent of outside liabilities 
and eligibility of the Society for the loan is produced . But in 
the case of Societies which have een functioning for some time, 
the certificate should, in addition to the above information , 
indicate the repaying capacity of the Society with reference to 
its net realiasable assets and outside liabilities . 

(5 ) As the audit of accounts of Industrial Co -operatives 
is now the responsibility of the Co-operative Department, it is 
proper that the certificates referred to in (4 ) above are also 
furnished by the Co-operative Department. But in view of the 
fact that the Co -operative Department does not have adequate 
staff, the Senior and Junior Inspectors of Co-operative Societies 
now working in each District under the District Industries Offi 
cer should be authorised to audit the accounts of Industrial Co 
operatives and furnish the certificates pending provision of addi 
tional audit staff to the Registrar of Co -operative Societies and 
Special Officer (Co -operation ) working under the Director of 
Industries and Commerce should countersign the certificates 

2. Accordingly the rules for the grant of loans to Industrial 
Co- operatives issued with G.O.MS. No. 328 |Industries dated 
24-3-1959 are revised and re-issued as given in the annexure 
to this order .

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ANNEXURE I 
RULES FOR THE GRANT OF STATE LOANS TO CO -OPERATIVE 

SOCIETIES ENGAGED IN SMALL SCALE INDUSTRIES 

These rules will apply to the grant of loans by Government 
to Industrial Co-operative Societies engaged in small scale 
Industries. 

For the purpose of these rules, Industrial Co -operative 
Societies are defined as special types of Co -operative Societies 
where the workers themselves engaged in the industry for 
which the Society has been organised are members and would 
share in the profit. The number of non -worker members who 
may be admitted in such Societies in cases in which the workers 
may not be able to provide leadership, capital, managerial abi 
lity or outside influence in the measure necessary for success, 
should be restricted to 10 % of the total number of members. 

1. ( 1) Industrial Co-operative Societies engaged in small 
scale industries may be granted loans not exceeding their 
borrowing power as specified in their bye-laws or ten times 
the paid up share capital ofmembers plus Reserve Fund which 
ever is less. For Industrial Co-operative Societies 75 % of the 
subscribed share capital can also be advanced as a two year 
loan provided the members themselves have paid 25 % of the 
subscribed share capital. 

( ii) The two -year share capital loan is intended as 
loan to be re- loaned to its members by the society for adjust 
ment towards the 75 % of the share value yet to be paid by them 
and the Society shall recover the same from its members in 
2 years as mentioned in rule 5. The long -term loan given on the 
basis of the share capital shall take into account the 75 % of the 
share value paid by Government as loan for adjustment towards 
the balance of share capital to be paid by the members and 
both these loans taken together shall not exceed the borrowing 
power of the Society as specified in the bye-laws. If landed 
property, or buildings form part of the assets offered as secu 
rity, the authority competent to value the property and also 
for furnishing encumbrance certificate, etc. specified in the 
rules for the grant of loans to small scale industries, shall be 
the authorities in respect of these rules also . 

( iii) The Joint Director of Industries and Commerce 
( Small Scale Industries ) shall be competent to sanction loans 
to co -operative societies up to Rs. 5,000 and for loans involving 
larger amounts , the sanction of the Government shall be 
obtained 

2. This loan shall be secured as a first charge on the assets 
of the society . 

3. The interest due shall be paid to the Government from 
year to year. 

4. The loan shall bear interest at 3 per cent per annum . 
5. The repayment of the principal amount shall commence 
after two years from the date of disbursement in full of the 
amount of the loan, and the entire amount shall be repaid in 


ten equal annual instalments. Loan towards share capital shall 
be repaid in four equal half- yearly instalments after the issue 
of the loan. Interest on outstanding amount on this account 
shall also be paid on those dates . 

6. (a ) The loan amount shall be deposited in any of the sche 
duled banks or co -operative banks, approved by the Joint Direc 
· tor of Industries and Commerce (SSI) in the name of the Pre 

sident, on behalf of the Society . The amount shall be drawn 
only with the previous sanction of the Joint Director of Indus 
tries and Commerce or the District Industries Officers autho 
rised by him to do so , and shall be utilised only for purposes 
contemplated in the scheme approved by the Joint Director of 
Industries and Commerce or the District Industries Officers. 

(b ) The Society while forwarding the bond as required 
under rule 18 shall name a local scheduled bank , or a local 
co-operative bank, where they propose to deposit the loan 
amount on receipt and shall obtain and forward a letter of 
consent from the Agent of the Bank to the Joint Director of 
Industries and Commerce that the Bank shall accept the deposit 
and abide by the conditions of deposit and withdrawal laid 
down by the Joint Director of Industries and Commerce . When 
the said bank is approved by the Joint Director of Industries 
and Commerce, the President or the Secretary of the Society 
as the case may be shall draw the amount as prescribed in 
rule 18 , endorsing the bill for collection to the approved bank , 
who shall credit the amount on collection in a deposit account, 
to be opened in the name of the President or Secretary as the 
case may be on behalf of the Society . The Agent shall then in 
timate the account number and date of collection of the amount 
to the Society , the District Industries Officer concerned and 
the Joint Director of Industries and Commerce. 

7. ( i ) The Joint Director of Industries and Commerce while 
communicating his approval to open accounts with the banks 
shall inform the banks that payments shall not be made with 
out previous sanction from the Department. 

( ii ) The Joint Director while communicating_his ap 
proval to open accounts in the Bank shall inform the Bank the 
name of the Departmental Officer who has been authorised on 
his behalf to issue authorisation for withdrawal under rule 8 . 

8. The Joint Director or the District Industries Officer autho 
rised by him shall arrange for the encashment of the cheques 
issued by the President of the Society by sending intimation 
of withdrawals to the Banks concerned . 

9. The President and Committee members of the Society 
shall be jointly and severally responsible for the proper spend 
ing of the loan amount. 

10. If the loan amount is found to be misused the amount 
of loan with interest shall be recovered in lump from the Society, 
the President and Committee Member of the Society under the 
provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act for the time being in 
force. The Joint Director shall have power to order any such 
recovery . 
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11. All the records, stores and accounts of the society shall 
be open for inspection at any time by the officers of the Govern 
ment authorised on that behalf. 

12. During the pendency of one loan , the society shall not 
be eligible for a further loan for the same industry, if the ori 
ginal loan amounts to the maximum eligibility of the society . 

13. If the loan is sanctioned , the committee members and 
the President of the Society shall jointly execute a bond ( as 
per form attached ) on behalf of the society and should forward 
it to the Joint Director of Industries and Commerce ( Small 
Scale Industries ) . 

14. Any directions or suggestions issued by the Joint Direc 
tor for the proper working of the Society and utilisation of the 
funds shall be carried out by the Society. 

15. The bye - laws of the Society shall be suitably amended 
80 as to implement the conditions laid down in these rules. 

16. The Committee of the Society shall accept the conditions 
specified in these rules by a resolution duly passed . 

17. Application shall be in the Form appended to these rules 
and shall be accompanied by a certificate from the Joint Direc 
tor of Industries and Commerce (SSI) in the case of loans 
above Rs. 5,000 and from the District Industries Officer of the 
District in which the Society is situated in the case of loan of 
Rs. 5,000 and below . In the case of newly started Societies 
which are yet to commence actual work , the certificate shall 
contain information regarding the paid-up share capital of 
members, extent of outside liabilities and the eligibility of the 
Society for the loan . In the case of Societies which have been 
functioning for some time, the certificate, in addition to the 
above information shall indicate the repaying capacity of the 
Society with reference to its net realisable assets and outside 
liabilities. 

18. After the loanees have executed the necessary bond, 
the loan amount shall be drawn on a simple receipt of the 
Society passed for payment by the Joint Director of Industries 
and Commerce (SSI ) containing certificates that the Society 
has executed the bond as required in the rules that the bond 
is in the safe custody of the Joint Director and that all condi 
tions for the issue of the loan have been satisfied . The am 
shall be drawn from the Treasury by debiting to the proper 
head of account specified in the budget for the purpose under 
" P - Loans and Advances by State Government" . In cases 
where the loans are sanctioned by the Government, the Comp 
troller shall issue the necessary instructions to the Treasury 
Officers for effecting payment as contemplated in Article 585 
of the Travancore Financial and Account Code. 

19. The Joint Director of Industries and Commerce (Small 
Scale Industries) and the District Industries Officers shall be 
responsible for watching the recovery of the loans and watch 
the progress of implementation of the scheme approved . The 
loanees shall remit the amount in treasuries on separate chalans 
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for the principal and interest countersigned by the Joint Direc 
tor of Industries and Commerce ( SSI) or the District Industries 
Officers authorised by him . 

20. The Joint Director of Industries and Commerce ( SSI) 
shall maintain detailed accounts of the loans and forward the 
closing balance certificate to Audit at the end of each financial 
year. He shall see that the loan is properly utilised for the pur 
pose for which it is sanctioned and the utilisation certificates 
shall be made available to Audit at the time of local inspec 
tion. Copies of the balance sheet and profit and loss accounts 
of the Society shall be forwarded to the Joint Director of Indus 
tries and Commerce within 15 days from the date on which the 
general body accepts them . The Joint Director of Industries and 
Commerce (SSI) shall by scrutiny of the annual balance sheet 
etc. satisfy himself that the Society is functioning properly and 
that the assets offered as security continue to be adequate for 
the loan . 

21. If the amount due for any instalment of the loan has not 
been paid within a month after the date fixed for that instal 
ment, the society shall be deemed to have lost its right of 
repaying the loan in instalments. The interest then due and 
all the remaining instalments in one lump sum shall be recovered 
as arrears of land revenue under the provisions of the Revenue 
Recovery Act for the time being in force . Penal interest at 
1 % per annum shall be levied in all cases of default. The 
Government may, however, condone such recovery in lump on 
the merits of each case and permit repayment in instalment 
after arrears with penal interest have been paid .

1. This is a reference by the Government of Kerala under Section 
10 ( 1 ) (d ) of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947). 
A dispute having arisen between Sri P. N. Mohamed Meeran Khan , Pro 
prietor, Kanakapuram Estate, Koottickal P.O., and the workmen of the 
above Estate represented by the Regional Secretary, Estate Staff Union 
of South India, Thayyil Buildings, Chetty Street, Kottayam , it was referred 
to this Tribuanl for adjudication by Order No. 22231 |L4 |59 dated 17-1-1959 
of the Labour and Local Administration Department. The point to be 
adjudicated as mentioned in the annexure to the Order of Reference 
was as follows: 

" Dismissal of Sri A. J. Varghese - Writer, Kanakapuram Estate." 
G. 1386 
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2. Parties entered appearance and filed statements. With the con 
sent of the Union leave was granted to Sri A. M. Abdul Rasheed, Advo 
cate to represent the Management. The Union filed their Clarification State 
ment on 6-5-1959. The Management submitted their Reply Statement 
on 9-6-1959. A rejoinder was put in by the Union on 22-6-1959 . The 
Union has examined Sri A. J. Varghese as ww1 and marked Exts . W1 
to W9. On the side of the Management two witnesses EW1 and EW2 
were examined, and Exts. El to E8 were marked . 

3. In the Clarification Statement the Union stated their case as 
follows:-Sri A. J. Varghese was appointed a writer on the Kanakapuram 
Estate in March 1952. He was given only a basic wage of Rs. 75 per 
mensem . The corresponding Dearness Allowance and the Servant Allow 
ance of Rs. 35 per month were denied to Sri A. J. Varghese. The 
Management had also denied to him the other privileges enjoyed by the 
Estate Staff . The members of the staff appealed to the Proprietor to 
revise their wages on the basis of the recommendations of the A.P.T., 
but that had no effect . The Proprietor reacted very unfavourably . He 
began to harass and penalise the staff in all possible ways so that they 
might quit from his service. Early in 1957 the Union placed demands 
before the management for the revision of salary and allowances to the 
staff of the Estate including Sri A. J. Varghese with retrospective effect. 
This had enraged the Management still further and the Proprietor began 
to find fault with the work of Sri A. J. Varghese on flimsy grounds. The 
Proprietor drew up a charge sheet against Sri A. J. Varghese on imagi 
nary grounds. Sri A. J. Varghese was served with a copy of the charge 
sheet on 14-3-1958 . Sri A. J. Varghese submitted his explanation deny 
ing all the charges. But without conducting any enquiry and without 
giving Sri A. J. Varghese an opportunity to defend his case a dismissal 
order was served on him on 28-3-1958 in a most vindictive and orbitrary 
manner . Both at the negotiation and conciliation stage the Management 
had taken up a most hostile attitude. Therefore the Union submitted 
that the dismissal of A. J. Varghese should be set aside and prayed that 
he should be reinstated to his former place with his back wages. 

4. The management s contentions as embodied in their reply state 
ment were these: They denied all the allegations put forward in the 
clarification statement of the Union except those that are specifically 
admitted by them . They affirmed that the dismissal of Sri A. J. Varghese 
is not an instance of Victimisation . They contended that it was an 
instance of gross disobedience and insubordination. According to them 
Sri A. J. Varghese was formerly employed in the Travancore Tea and 
Rubber Company. After retirement from there this employer appointed 
him as a writer in his Estates the extent of which is only 86 acres. 
Sri Varghese was first working in the Kanakapuram Estate. His work 
was not satisfactory and many times he was warned for his misconduct 
and activities against the interests of the employer . Therefore he was 
dismissed from service once. But on 2-4-1957 Sri Varghese submitted 
a letter expressing regret for his misconduct and appealing for mercy. 
In that letter Sri Varghese had also undertaken that he would thereafter 
refrain from doing anything against the interests of the Estate. The 
employer considered the request of Varghese eympathetically and he was 
reappointed with effect from 2-4-1957. But inspite of his assurances, 
Varghese did not show any improvement with the result that the em 
ployer had to lose about Rs. 5000 on account of his laches in the Kanaka 
puram Estate . Therefore the employer transferred Varghese from the 
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Kanakapuram Estate to the Ratnapuram Estate which also belonged to 
him . The transfer order was served on Varghese on 27-2-1958. In the 
abovesaid order Varghese was directed to join duty at Ratnapuram Estate 
with effect from 1-3-1958. But strangely enough Varghese did not abide 
by the order of transfer and he also ceased to attend office. Varghese 
did not even care to offer any explanation . He absented himself without 
taking leave. On 14-3-1958 Varghese was served with a notice asking 
him to show cause why action should not be taken against him . Varghese 
sent a reply on 23-3-1958 in which he had denied all the charges. But 
even after the notice and the reply , Varghese did not care to attend 
office nor had he given any explanation for not complying with the order 
of transfer.. Thereupon the worker was dismissed from service on 
25-3-1958 . The order of dismissal was communicated to Sri A. J. 
Varghese on 25-3-1958 by registered post. It was under these circums 
tances that Varghese was dismissed from service. Hence there was no 
necessity for any enquiry. The allegations of harassment of the staff 
and victimisation of Sri A. J. Varghese by themanagement are absolutely 
devoid of any truth . The employer is not a member of the APT and as 
such the recommendations of the APT are not binding on him . The 
employer was always willing to consider all reasonable representations 
made by the union . He was very considerate towards his staff. The 
employer was always ready and willing to meet the just and reason 
able demands of the workers. On the abovesaid grounds the manage 
ment submitted that the dismissal of A. J. Varghese was justified and 
that therefore he is not entitled to any relief. The management also 
pressed for their costs. 

5. The union has in their rejoinder denied all the contentions of the 
management raised in their reply statement. They have further clarified 
their case thus. Sri Varghese is only 53 years old at present. The theory 
that Varghese retired from the services of Ms. T. R. and T. Co., is in 
correct. It is true that Varghese was working there. But he had to 
leave the services of the T. R. and T. Company for entirely different 
reasons. The letter of apology dated 2-4-1957 alleged to have been given 
by Varghese was obtained under coercion and undue influence. The union 
on behalf of the staff employees of the Kanakapuram and Ratnapuram 
Estates persisted in their demand for enhancement of wages which was 
not liked by the employer and therefore the employer had orally dismissed 
all the staff asking them to go to Kottayam , tender their apologies to 
Mr. A. V. George and then come back if they wanted to continue. The 
statement of the employer that Sri Varghese was responsible for incurring 
a loss of about Rs. 5,000 is not true. This is on the face of it an after 
thought. The statement of the employer that Varghese did not attend 
office from 1-3-1958 is also denied . Sri Varghese was never an office 
staff . He was only a field -writer (conductor ). Sri Varghese was never 
given any transfer. The only order given to Varghese by the employer 
was his order of dismissal on 25-3-1958. To the charge sheet issued to 
Varghese on 14-3-1958, Varghese promptly replied on 23-3-1958. If the 
employer was not satisfied with the explanation submitted by Varghese, 
it was his bounden duty to conduct an enquiry against Varghese. On 
this ground itself the dismissal becomes illegal. Kanakapuram and 
Ratnapuram Estates owned by the employer are in a very flourishing 
conditjon and the employer made huge profits out of them . Varghese 
and other members of the staff in the estates have contributed not a 
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little to the affluence of the two estates. Therefore it is clear that the dis 
missal of Varghese is nothing but vindictive and hat it has been most 
illegal and unjustified . In the circumstances the union reiterated that 
Varghese should be reinstated with his back wages. 

6. The points that arise for consideration in this adjudication are the 
following : 

(i) Is the dismissal of Sri A. J. Varghese (Writer) by the manage 

ment is justified or not justified ? 
(ii) To what reliefs is Sri A. J. Varghese entitled in either case ? 
7. Points Nos. (i) and (ii) Points (i) and ( ii ) may be conäidered 
together. The management has contended that Sri A. J. Varghese was 
formerly employed in the Travancore Rubber and Tea Company and 
that after retirement from there he was appointed as a writer under the 
present management. The suggestion put forward in this contention 
is that Sri A. J. Varghese had passed his superannuation age and that 
it was as a matter of grace that the present management appointed him 
as a writer in their estates for which he was not fitted on account of his 
advancing years. This suggestion has been stoutly denied by the union . 
The union contended that Sri A. J. Varghese left the services of the 
Travancore Rubber and Tea Company not because he reached the super 
annuation age but because of other reasons . Sri A. J. Varghese is only 
53 now . I find a certificate issued to Sri A. J. Varghese by the Manager, 
Valley End Group of Travancore Rubber and Tea Company, Mundakayam 
among the documents produced by the union . This document has not 
been marked in the case. The certificate is dated 12-11-1951. In this 
certificate it is stated that Sri A. J. Varghese had been a Schoolmaster 
with the Travancore Rubber and Tea Company since 1947; that prior to 
that date he was employed as a check roll clerk in the Compnay s office ; 
that he had always been a willing and conscientious worker ; and that 
he left the Company s employ only because he did not hold a current 
teaching licence. The abovesaid certificate clearly proves that Sri A. J. 
Varghese had to leave the services of Travancore Rubber and Tea Com 
pany not because of his superannuation age. Therefore the suggestion 
by the management that Sri A. J. Varghese was unfit for the work on 
account of his old age is baseless . The employer in this case has two 
estates under his management. They are the Kanakapuram Estate and 
the Ratnapuram Estate . Sri A. J. Varghese was appointed as a writer 
in the Kanakapuram Estate on 2nd April 1952. Varghese was getting 
Rs. 60 per mensem in 1952 ; Rs. 65 in 1954, Rs. 70 in 1955 which was raised 
to Rs. 75 in 1957. The case of the management is that they transferred 
Varghese from the Kanakapuram Estate to the Ratnapuram Estate on 
27-2-1958. According to them , Varghese was asked to join duty at 
Ratnapuram Estate with effect from 1-3-1958 . These facts are absolutely 
denied by the Union. The management and the union have joined issue 
with regard to the reasons for the transfer and also with regard to the 
method by which the transfer was effected. The union would assert that 
the transfer was the result of victimisation pure and simple while the 
management would contend that it was given by way of punishment. 
Ext. E4 is the copy of the transfer order alleged to have been served on 
Varghese on 27-2-1958. It stated thus :

When confronted with the letter in the box Sri A. J. Varghese stated that 
he had not received the original of Ext. E4. Ext. Es is the copy of ano 
ther letter alleged to have been sent to Sri A. J. Varghese on 10-3-1958. 
That letter stated thus :

Varghese denied in the box having received the original of Ext. E5 also. 
But he would say that he remembers to have received a letter containing 
some such idea. This is what he stated :

Ext. E6 is the copy of another letter sent to Sri A. J. Varghese by the 
Management on 14-3-1958 . Ext. W5 is the original. It was stated in 
that letter that Sri A. J. Varghese had not joined duty at Ratnapuram 
Estate as directed in his transfer order on 1-3-1958 ; that he had thereby 
disobeyed the orders of the management which deserved dismissal from 
service ; that by his misconduct and negligence of duty Varghese had 
caused a loss of about Rs. 5,000 to the Management ; that for his previous 
misconduct he had given an assurance that he would behave better; that 
the management had condoned his laches in view of his assurance ; that 
inspite of all the assurances Varghese had not shown any improvement; 
and that therefore if he did not recoup the loss sustained by the manage 
ment within seven days from the date of the receipt of the letter ; neces 
sary action would be taken against him . Varghese admitted having 
received this letter. Ext. E7 dated 23-3-1958 is the explanation from 
Sri A. J. Varghese to Ext. E6. In Ext . E7 Sri A.J. Varghese had denied 
all the charges of negligence and misconduct levelled against him and 
the consequent damage alleged to have been sustained by the manage 
ment. At the same time he had asserted therein that the management 
is taking vindictive steps against him for the demands raised by his 
union for revision of wages to the staff. It is significant that Varghese 
does not say a word in Ext . E7 about his transfer to Ratnapuram Estate 
eventhough there was a definite charge of non- compliance of the transfer 
order in Ext. W5. Therefore I am inclined to infer that A. J. Varghese 
should have received the order of transfer dated 27-2-1958. According 
to the management the explanation given by Sri A. J. Varghese in Ext. 
E7 was not at all satisfactory and therefore the services of Varghese 
were completely terminated with effect from 25-3-1958. Ext. W7 is the 
order of termination of his services. Varghese had received the Order. 
The contention of the Union is that the management was actuated by 
improper motives and that the transfer was due to victimisation pure 
and simple. It was argued by them that the union had taken up the 
question of revision of the wages to the staff with the management and 
that had enraged the employer. As early as on 31-1-1957 A. J. Varghese, 
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C. Eappen and N. Arumugham had submitted a representation to the 
Secretary, ESUSI Branch at Mundakayam requesting him to take up 
their cause for increased wages, coolie allowance and dearness allowance 
and other amenities enjoyed by Estate Staff. The Regional Secretary 
of the ESUSI took up the matter. He wrote a letter to the management 
on 4-2-1957. Ext. W1 is the copy. The management did not reply. On 
10-3-1958 the Regional Secretary again addressed the management on 
the above subject . Ext. W2 is the copy of the letter. In these letters 
the Regional Secretary had only expressed his desire to discuss the 
matters with the management and explore the possibility of a settle 
ment. There was no response from the management. On 23-3-1958 the 
Regional Secretary wrote the third letter to the management. Ext. W3 
is the copy of that letter . This is evidently after Ext. E6 dated 14-3-1958, 
the charge sheet given to Mr. Varghese . Adverting to that the Regional 
Secretary stated in Ext. W3: 

" I very much regret to state that you have not only not responded 
to my representations but even adopted measures to send out certain 
employees who took an active interest in our union affairs and who 
made bold to demand reasonable wages from you for their labour 
by levelling imaginary charges against them . It seems that your 
idea in serving such charge sheets against such innocent employees 
is to wreck vengeance on them for representing their grievances 

before the Union ." 
To this letter also the management had not the courtesy to reply. Two 
days after i.e., on 25-3-1958 as per Ext. W7, the services of A. J. Varghese 
were terminated. Ext. W4 dated 7-4-1958 is the letter written by the 
Union Secretary to the Deputy Labour Officer, Peermade protesting against 
the high -handed and arbitrary order of the management and requesting 
him to initiate conciliation proceedings. On the basis of the above 
evidence Mr. Bhanu argued that the termination of service was the result 
of victimisation . On the other hand Mr. Rasheed the learned counsel for 
the management urged that the transfer was given by way of punish 
ment for the misconduct and negligence of Varghese. This is admitted 
by employer (EW1) also in his deposition . This is the relevant portion 
in his testimony .

About the previous conduct of A. J. Varghese there is some evidence in 
this case . Ext. E1 is a statement given by Varghese to the manage 
ment on 2-4-1957. In the abovesaid statement Sri A. J. Varghese has 
made a clear admission of his mistakes and had requested the manage. 
ment to forgive him . The union has a case that this letter was obtained 
under coercion and under influence. But I do not believe it. 

The 
management had excused his laches and there was an end of the matter . 
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The case of the management is that Varghese again misbehaved and that 
he did not honour the assurances given by him . For that a fresh charge 
sheet was given and that is Ext. E6. Varghese had denied all the charges 
in his reply Ext. E7. In the ordinary course and according to the prin 
ciples of social Justice the management should have conducted an enquiry 
before they had decided to transfer Varghese by way of punishment. 
I can very well visualise a case when the management transfers an 
employee from one Estate to another in the exigencies of service. But 
in this case the definite contention of the management is that it was 
given by way of punishment. What the employer stated before me also 
is significant. He said that Varghese had taken part in movements 
started for the benefits of workers 

(20397e17 a lasOO Brond geJ2307528 62327 4003586 ) 
This is fling against the trade union activities of Varghese. 
From the facts and circumstances disclosed evidence in 
this case, it appears to me that the management did not act with a 
sense of fair play and Justice in giving that transfer to Varghese as a 
punishment without an enquiry. The attitude of the management 
towards the union in having championed the cause of Varghese and his 
compatriots; the inexcusable silence on the part of the management in 
replying to the letters written by the Union ; and the dislike which the 
employer had expressed in his deposition against the trade union acti 
vities of Varghese have irresistably led me to believe that the manage 
ment was motivated by victimisation . Therefore I hold that the transfer 
of Varghese was not bona fide. What followed after the transfer order 
is much more interesting . As I stated earlier the transfer order was 
issued on 27-2-1958 according to which Varghese was to join duty at 
Ratnapuram with effect from 1-3-1958. Varghese failed to comply with 
this order. That is evident from Ext. E5 and Ext. E6 . Those letters 
were written 10 and 14 days respectively after 1-3-1958 . There is also 
the fact that in Ext. E7 the reply given by Varghese, no reference is made 
to the charge that Varghese had not complied with the transfer order . 
The union has not adduced any evidence before me to prove that Varghese 
had joined duty at Ratnapuram on 1-3-1958. As such it is clear that 
Varghese had disobeyed the orders of the management which amounted 
to insubordination. The best thing for Varghese would have been to join 
duty at Ratnapuram and then raise a dispute regarding his claims and 
also about the transfer. I agree with Mr. Rasheed the learned counsel 
for the management when he argues that for such flagrant disobedience 
of lawful orders the management has got the full authority to deal with 
the delinquent in a manner which they deemed fit and that such situations 
did not call for any enquiry . After careful and anxious consideration 
of all the arguments advanced by both sides, I am of the view that the 
management was justified in terminating the services of Varghese on 
the ground that he had disobeyed the orders of the management. The 
words used in Ext. W7 are that the services of Varghese are completely 
terminated . The order does not say that Varghese was dismissed . 
Therefore I hold that the termination of service of Varghese is justified . 
Regarding the second point, I should say that in this case it is curious 
that both the management and the workman concerned have crred . 
Therefore I would convert the termination of service into discharge, and 
direct the management to give Sri A. J. Varghese compensation on his 
discharge. Sri Varghese was getting Rs. 75 per mensem in 1957. He 
had put in a service of 6 years. The management is directed to give 
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This amount 


A. J. Varghese compensation at the rate of his one month s salary for 
every year of service . The amount will come to Rs. 450. 
will be paid to A. J. Varghese through the Union representative within 
thirty days from the date of coming into operation of this award . 
A. J. Varghese is not entitled to any other relief . Points (1) and ( ii ) 
found accordingly . 

8. I make this award in the manner indicated above. No order as 
to costs. This award will come into operation from the date of its 
publication in the Official Gazette.

ACT 
to provide for the supervision and control of orphanages, homes for 

neglected women or children and other like institutions and for 
matters connected therewith, 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Eleventh Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 


CHAPTER I 


Preliminary 
1. Short title , extent and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called 
the Orphanages and ther Charitable Homes (Supervision and Control) 
Act, 1960 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir. 

( 3 ) It shall come into force in a state on such date as the State 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 
2. Definitions . In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

( a ) " Board " means the Board of Control established under sec . 
tion 5 ; 

( b ) " certificate" means the certificate of recognition granted under 
section 15 ; 

( c ) " child " means a boy or girl who has not completed the age 
of eighteen years ; 

(d ) "home" means an institution, whether called an orphanage, a 
home for neglected women or children , a widows home, or by any 
other name, maintained or intended to be maintained for the recep 
tion , care, protection and welfare of women or children ; 

( e ) " manager" means a member of the managing committe 
appointed as such by the committee under section 20; 

(f) "managing committee" means the committee of management 
referred to in section 20; 

(g ) " recognised home" means a home in respect of which a certi 
ficate has been granted ; 

(h ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

(i) " woman " means a female who has completed the age of 
eighteen years. 
3. Act not to apply to certain institutions. Nothing in this Act shall 
apply to 

( a ) any hostel or boarding house attached to , or controlled or 
recognised by, an educational institution ; or 

(b ) any protective home established under the Suppression of 
Immoral Traffic in Women and Girls Act , 1956 ( 104 of 1956 ) ; or

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( c ) any reformatory, certified or other school, or any home or 
workhouse, governed by any enactment for the time being in force.

CHAPTER II

The Board of Control and its Powers and Functions 
5. Board of Control, its constitution , etc.- ( 1 ) The State Government 
may , by notification in the Official Gazette, establish & Board of Control 
for the supervision and control of homes in the State. 

(2 ) The Board shall consist of the following members, namely : 

(a ) three members of the State Legislature to be elected by the 
members thereof; provided that where the State Legislature consist 
of two Houses, two members shall be elected by the members of the 
Legislative Assembly from among themselves and one member shall 
be elected by the members of the Legislative Council from among 
themselves; 

(b ) five members of the managing committees in the State, to be 
elected by such committees from among themselves, each such com 
mittee having one vote only for this purpose ; 

(c ) the officer in charge of social welfare work in the State, to be 
nominated by the State Government ; 

(d ) six members to be nominated by the State Government, of 
whom not more than one shall be a member of Parliament from the 
State and not less than three shall be women . 

( 3 ) If for any reason the omcer referred to in clause ( c ) of sub 
section (2 ) is unable to attend any meeting of the Board , he may depute 
any officer subordinate to him to attend such meeting . 

(4 ) The Chairman of the Board shall be elected by the members 
of the Board from among themselves: 

Provided that at the time of the Arst constitution of the Board , one 
of the members of the Board shall be nominated by the State Government 
to be its Chairman . 

6. Term of office and casual vacancies - ( 1) Save as otherwise pro 
vided in this section , the term of office of a member of the Board shall 
be five years from the date of his election or nomination or until his 
successor has been duly elected or nominated, whichever is longer : 

Provided that the term of office of a member elected under clause ( a ) 
or clause ( b ) of sub - section ( 2 ) of section 5 , or of a member of Parlia 
ment nominated under clause (a ) of sub -section (2 ) of section 5 , shall 
come to an end as soon as he ceases to be a member of the House of the 
State Legislature which elected him , the managing committee or Parlia 
ment, as the case may be . 

( 2 ) A member may at any time resign his once by giving notice 
in writing to the State Government and on such resignation being notified 
in the Official Gazette by that Government, the seat of such member shall 
become vacant . 


3 


(3 ) A casual vacancy in the Board shall be filled by fresh election 
or nomination , as the case may be; and the term of office of a member 
elected or nominated to fill such vacancy shall be the remainder of the 
term of the member in whose place he is elected or nominated . 

(4 ) Members of the Board shall be eligible for re- election or re 
nomination . 

(5 ) No act done or proceeding taken by the Board shall be questioned 
on the ground merely of the existence of any vacancy in , or defect in the 
constitution of, the Board . 

7. Functions of the Board.- ( 1 ) It shall be the duty of the Board to 
supervise and control generally all matters relating to the management 
of homes in accordance with the provisions of this Act ; and exercise such 
other powers and perform such other functions as may be prescribed by 
or under this Act. 

( 2 ) In the performance of its functions under this Act, the Board 
shall be bound by such directions as the State Government may give 
to it . 

8. Power of the Board to give directions to manager of a recognised 
home. - Subject to the directions, if any, given under sub -section ( 2 ) 
of section 7, the Board may, from time to time, give such general or 
special directions to the manager of a recognised home as it thinks fit 
for the efficient management of the home and the manager shall comply" 
with such directions. 

9. Power of inspection. Any member of the Board, or any officer of 
the Board authorised in writing by it in this behalf, by general or special 
order, may enter at all reasonable times any home for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the provisions of this Act or of any rules , regula 
tions, directions or orders thereunder are being complied with and may 
require the production, for his inspection, of any document, book, register 
or record kept therein and ask for any information relating to the work 
ing of the home: 

Provided that no such member or officer shall enter any home or part 
thereof where there are females, except in the presence of two respect 
able women of the locality . 
10. Funds of the Board . The funds of the Board shall consist of - 

( a ) contributions, subscriptions, donations or bequests made to it 
by any person ; and 

(b ) grants made to it by the State Government or any local or 
other public body . 
11. Staff of the Board.- Subject to such rules as may be made by the 
State Government in this behalf, the Board may , for the purpose of 
enabling it to perform efficiently its functions or exercise its powers 
under this Act, appoint such officers or other employees as it may think 
fit and determine their functions and conditions of service. 

12. Delegation of powers. Subject to the control of the State Govern 
ment, the Board mày, by general or special order in writing and subject 
to such conditions and limitations, if any , as may be specified therein , 
delegate to the Chairman or any other member or any officer thereof 
such of its powers and functions under this Act, as it may deem necessary, 
for the efficient carrying on of its administration . 


CHAPTER III 

Recognition of Homos 
13. Homes not to be run without certificate. After the commence 
ment of this Act, no person shall maintain or conduct any home except 
under, and in accordance with , the conditions of a certificate of recogni 
tion granted under this Act. 

14. Application for certificate.-- Every person desiring to maintain or 
conduct a home shall make an application for a certificate of recognition 
to the Board in such form and containing such particulars as may be 
prescribed : 

Provided that a person maintaining or conducting a home at the 
commencement of this Act shall be allowed a period of three months 
from such commencement to make an application for such certificate. 

15. Grant or refusal of certificate.- ( 1) On receipt of an application 
under section 14 , the Board, after making such inquiry as it considers 
necessary, may , by order in writing , either grant a certificate or refusa 
to grant it . 

(2) No order refusing to grant a certificate shall be made until an 
opportunity is given to the applicant to be heard in the matter and where 
a certificate is refused, the grounds for such refusal shall be communi 
cated to the applicant in the prescribed manner . 

(3 ) No fee shall be charged for the grant of a certificate . 

(4 ) A certificate shall not be transferable . 
16. Contents of certificate.- ( 1 ) The certificate shall specify 

( a ) the name and location of the recognised home; 
(b ) the name of the manager thereof ; 

( c ) the nature of the home, whether for women generally or for 
widows or for children generally or for orphans or for one or more 
of these classes; 

(d ) the number of inmates to be taken by the home; 

(e ) the minimum standards regarding boarding, lodging, clothing, 
sanitation, health and hygiene which , having regard to the conditions 
of the locality in which the recognised home is situated and its 
resources, should be complied with in the home; 

(f) the standard of education or training to be provided for the 
inmates of the home, in case the education training of its inmates 
is undertaken ; and 

(g ) such other conditions and particulars as may be prescribed : 

Provided that there shall be deemed to be included in the certificate 
granted in respect of a home for female s a condition to the effect that 
the person in charge thereof, whether called superintendent or by any 
other name, shall ordinarily be a woman . 

( 2 ) The Board shall not, ordinarily, permit any recognised home to 
admit as inmates, persons of different sexes, but may do so for reasons 
to be recorded and subject to such conditions and limitations as may 
appear to it to be in the public interest. 

(3 ) Without the previous written consent of the Board , no recognised 
home shall 

( a ) change its name or location as specified in the certificate in 
respect of it ; or 

(b ) alter the purpose of any service specified therein . 
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17. Revocation of certificate.- ( 1) The Board may, without prejudice 
to any other penalty to which a person to whom a certificate has been 
granted may be liable under this Act revoke the certificate 

( a ) if it is satisfied that the home is not being conducted in accord 
ance with the conditions laid down in the certificate; or 

(b ) the management of the home is being persistently carried on 
in an unsatisfactory manner or is being carried on in a manner highly 
prejudicial to the moral and physical well- being of the inmates ; or 

( c ) the home has, in the opinion of the Board, otherwise rendered 
itself unsuitable for that purpose : 

Provided that no order of revocation shall be made under this sub 
section until an opportunity is given to the person to show cause 

why the certificate should not be revoked ; 
and in every case of revocation , the grounds therefor shall be communi 
cated to the person in the prescribed manner. 

( 2 ) Where a certificate in respect of a home is revoked under sub 
section ( 1) , such home shall cease to function , 

(a ) where an appeal has not been preferred under section 18 
against the order of revocation , immediately on the expiration of the 
period prescribed for such appeal; 

( b ) where such appeal has been preferred , but the order of revo 
cation is upheld , from the date of the appellate order. 

(3 ) On any home ceasing to function under sub -section ( 2 ), the 
Board may direct that any woman or child who is an inmate of such 
home shall be 

(a ) restored to the custody of her or his parent, husband or lawful 
guardian , as the case may be, or 

(b ) transferred to another recognised home, or 

(c ) entrusted to the care of any other fit person : 
Provided that no woman shall be entrusted to the care of any person 

other than a woman . 
18. Appeals . - Any person aggrieved by an order of the Board refusing 
to grant a certificate or revoking a certificate may, in such manner and 
within such period as may be prescribed, prefer an appeal to the State 
Government or to such authority as may be specified by it against such 
refusal or revocation : 

Provided that the State Government or the authority so specified, 
as the case may be, may admit an appeal after the expiry of the period 
so prescribed , if it is satisfied that the applicant was prevented by suffi 
cient cause from preferring the appeal in time. 

19. Surrender of certificate and its effect.- (1 ) The manager of a 
· home, if specially authorised in this behalf by resolution of the managing 

committee, may, on giving six months notice in writing to the Board of 
his intention so to do, apply for the withdrawal of the certificate granted 
in respect of that home and on the expiration of the said period from the 
date of notice, the certificate shall, unless before that time the notice 
is withdrawn , cease to have effect ; and the home shall cease to function . 

(2 ) No woman or child shall be received into any such home after 
the date of such notice ; but nothing in this section shall be construed to 
affect the obligation of the manager to comply with all the requirements 
of this Act and the rules, regulations, directions and orders thereunder 
until the certificate ceases to take effect under sub-section ( 1 ). 
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CHAPTER IV 


Management of Recognised Homes 
20. Managing committee.- ( 1 ) There shall be a managing committee 
in charge of the management of every recognised home and the members 
of the managing committee shall appoint a member thereof to be the 
manager of such home for the purposes of this Act. 

( 2 ) The constitution , powers and functions of the managing com 
mittee and the term of office of the members thereof shall be such as 
may be provided in the constitution pertaining to such home. 

21. Duty of manager. - It shall be the duty of the manager to comply 
with all the requirements of this Act and the rules, regulations, directions 
and orders thereunder in respect of every woman or child admitted into 
the recognised home until the woman is rehabilitated or the child com 
pletes the age of eighteen years or until the certificate ceases to have 
effect. 

22. Discharge of inmates of home.- ( 1 ) Subject to the regulations, 
if any, made by the Board, if the managing committee of a home is satis 
fied that an inmate of the home has become fit to earn his or her liveli. 
hood or is otherwise fit to be discharged from the home, the manager 
may discharge such inmate. 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -section ( 1 ), no 
female inmate of a home shall be discharged or given in marriage or 
entrusted to the care of any other person unless such female has made 
a declaration before the Board or an officer specified by it in this behalf 
that she consents to such discharge, marriage or entrustment, as the case 
may be, and, if the inmate to be given in marriage is a minor, unless the 
Board or officer, as the case may be, has, after recording the reasons in 
writing, given its or his approval thereto . 

23. Reports regarding deaths of inmates. - The manager shall, im 
mediately after the occurrence of any death among the inmates of the 
home, send a written report thereof to the Board explaining the cause 
of death to the best of his knowledge. 

CHAPTER V 

Miscellaneous 
24. Penalties. - Any person who fails to comply with any of the pro 
visions of this Act or of any rule, regulation , direction or order thereunder 
or any of the conditions of a certificate shall be punishable in the case 
of a first offence with imprisonment which may extend to three months 
or with fine which may extend to two hundred and fifty rupees or with 
both, and in the case of a second or subsequent offence, with imprison 
ment which may extend to six months or with fine which may extend 
to one thousand rupees or with both . 

25. Sanction for prosecutions.-- No prosecution under this Act shall be 
instituted except with the previous sanction of the District Magistrate 
or the Chief Presidency Magistrate, as the case may be . 

26. Persons performing functions under Act to be public servants. 
The members of the Board and every person empowered by the Board 
to exercise any of its powers under this Act shall be deemed to be public 
servants within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code (45 
of 1860 ) . 
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27. Protection of acts done in good faith .--- No suit, prosecution or 
other legal proceeding shall lie against any person who performs any 
function under this Act for anything done or intended to be done in 
good faith under this Act of any rule, regulation, direction or order there 
under. 

28. Power of State Government to exempt homes.- ( 1 ) II, after 
consultation with the Board , the State Government is satisfied that the 
circumstances in relation to any class of homes or any home are such 
that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, and for reasons to be specified therein , exempt, subject 
to such conditions, restrictions or limitations, if any, as it may think 
fit to impose, such class of homes or home, as the case may be, from 
the operation of all or any of the provisions of this Act or of any rule 
or regulation made thereunder . 

( 2 ) Every notification issued under this section granting an exemp 
tion shall be reviewed in consultation with the Board at intervals not 
exceeding two years, but nothing herein contained shall affect the power 
of the State Government to amend, vary or rescind any such notification 
at any time 

consultation with the Board . 
29. Power of State Government to make rules.- ( 1 ) The State Gov 
ernment may, by notification in the Oficial Gazette, make rules to carry 
out the purposes of this Act . 

(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following 
matters, namely : 

( a ) all matters relating to , or in connection with , elections to the 
Board under clause ( b ) of sub -section (2 ) section 5 and the elec 
tion of the Chairman ; 

(b ) the disqualifications for membership of the Board and the 
procedure to be followed in removing a member who is or becomes 
subject to any disqualification ; 

( c ) the funds of the Board ; 

( d ) the travelling and other allowances to be drawn by members 
of the Board ; 

( e ) the appointment of staff for enabling the Board to perform its 
functions eficiently under this Act and their recruitment and condi 
tions of service; 

(f ) the calling of returns and other information by the State 
Government from the Board and the managing committees ; 

( g ) the form in which an application for certificate of recognition 
may be made, the particulars to be contained in such application and 
the form in which , and the conditions subject to which , such certi 
ncate may be granted ; 

( h ) the maintenance of registers and accounts by the Board and 
the audit of its accounts; 

(i) any other matter which is to be, or may be, prescribed . 

( 3 ) All rules made under this Act shall, as soon as may be after 
they are made, be laid before the State Legislature. 

30. Power of tho Board to mako regulations.- ( 1 ) The Board may . 
with the previous approval of the State Government, by notification in 
the Omcial Gazette , make regulations not inconsistent with this Act and 
the rules made thereunder , for enabling it to perform its functions under 
this Act. 
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(2 ) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the 
foregoing power, such regulations may provide for all or any of the fol 
lowing matters, namely : 

(a ) the time and place of the meetings of the Board, the procedure 
to be followed in regard to the transaction of business at such meet 
ings and the quorum necessary for the transaction of business at 
such meetings; 

( b ) the maintenance of the minutes of meetings of the Board and 
the transmission of copies thereof to the State Government ; 

(c ) the appointment of sub- committees and local committees and 
of persons by the Board for the purpose of assisting it in perform 
ing its functions under this Act ; 

. (d ) the supervision and control of the management of recognised 
homes; 

( e ) the inspection of homes; 

(1 ) the calling of returns and other information by the Board from 
managing committees ; 

(g ) the reception , care, treatment, maintenance, protection , train 
ing , welfare, instruction, control and discipline of inmates in recognis 
ed homes ; 

( h ) visits to and communication with , inmates of recognised homes 
and the grant of permission to such inmates to absent themselves 
for short periods; 

(i) the discharge of inmates from recognised homes, their transfer 
from one recognised home to another and the reports to be sent by 
managers to the Board ; 

(1) any other matter in respect of which provision is, in the 
opinion of the Board , necessary for the efficient supervision and 
control of homes . 

(3 ) The State Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, amend , vary or rescind any regulation which it has approved ; 
and thereupon the regulation shall have effect accordingly, but without 
prejudice to the exercise of the powers of the Board under sub-sec 
tion ( 1 ) . 

31. Repeals and savings.— ( 1) As from the date of the coming into 
force in any State of this Act, the Women s and Children s Institutions 
(Licensing ) Act, 1956 (105 of 1956 ) or any other Act corresponding to 
this Act in force in that State immediately before such commencement, 
shall stand repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
(including any direction given , any register or rule or order made or any 
restriction imposed ) under the said Act shall, in so far as such thing 
or action is not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, be deemed 
to have been done or taken under the provisions aforesaid , as if they 
were in force when such thing was done or such action was taken , and 
shall continue in force accordingly until superseded by anything done or 
any action taken under this Act.

(Act 9 of 1960) 


AN 

ACT 
to provide for thewithdrawal of certain sums from and out of 

the Consolidated Fund of India for the services of a part 
of the financial year 1960-61. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Eleventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows : 

1. Short title . This Act may be called the Appropriation 
(Vote on Account) Act, 1960. 

2. Withdrawal of Rs. 9,65,64,92,000 from and out of the 
Consolidated Fund of India for the financial year 1960-61. – From 
and out of the Consolidated Fund of India there may be with 
drawn sumsnot exceeding those specified in column 3 of the 
Schedule amounting in the aggregate to the sum of nine hundred 
and sixty- five crores, sixty -four lakhs and ninety-two thousand 
rupees towards defraying the several charges which will come 
in course of payment during the financial year 1960-61. 

3. Appropriation . — The sums authorised to be withdrawn 
from and out of the Consolidated Fund by this Act shall be 
appropriated for the services and purposes expressed in the 
Schedule in relation to the said year.

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- section ( 3) of 
Section 24 A of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (4 of 1939 ), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules, the same 
having been previously published as required by section 133 of 
the said Act. 

THE MOTOR VEHICLES (DIPLOMATIC AND 
CONSULAR OFFICERS VEHICLES) REGISTRATION 

RULES 1960. 
1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) These rules may be 
called the Motor Vehicles (Diplomatic and Consular Officers 
Vehicles ) Registration Rules , 1960. 

( 2) They shall come into force on the 1st June 1960. 
2. Definitions. - In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires : - 

( a ) " Act" means the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (4 of 1939) 
(b ) " Competent authority " means: 

(a ) in relation to a diplomatic officer or a consular officer 
who has his residence in Delhi where the vehicle is normally 
kept, the Secretary to the Government of India in the Ministry 
of External Affairs (Protocol Division ) , or 

(b ) in relation to a diplomatic officer or a consular 
officer who has his residence at any other place , the Chief 
Secretary to the State Government; 
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( c ) " Consular Officer " means a career consular officer in 
the regular employment of a foreign or Commonwealth 
Government; 

(d ) " Form " means a form appended to these rules; 

(e ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules laid by the 
State Government under the Act . 

3. Registration , how to be made.- ( 1 ) Every application for 
registration of a motor vehicle under section 24 A of the Act by 
or on behalf of any Diplomatic or Consular Officer shall be made 
in quadruplicate in Form I and be addressed to the competent 
authority 
Explanation : An application for the registration of a motor 

vehicle owned by a Diplomatic Mission or 
Consular Office shall be made by or on 
behalf of the Head of the Mission or the 

Consular Office, as the case may be . 
(2 ) The Competent Authority shall forward two copies of 
of the application to the registering authority concerned together 
with a statement certifying the status of the person applying for 
registration and indicating whether or not he is entitled to 
exemption from payment of registration fees and shall return 
one copy of the application with the above statement to that 
person . The other copy of the application may be retained by 
the competent authority for record. 

(3 ) The registering authority concerned shall, on receipt of 
the application duly endorse under the provisions of sub 
rule (2 ) register the vehicle in the name of that officer : 

Provided that an application by or on behalf of a Consular 
Officer who is not entitled to exemption from payment of regis 
tration fees shall also be accompanied by the prescribed fee. 

(4) The registering authority concerned shall issue to the 
owner of a motor vehicle registered by it under sub-rule (3 ) , 
a certificate of registration in Form II and shall enter in a record 
to be kept by it particulars of such certificate . The certificate 
of registration shall be delivered to the person applying for 
registration or be sent to him by registered post acknowledge 
ment due . 

(5 ) The registering authority shall assign to the vehicle 
for display thereon in the manner specified in rule 4 a distin 
guishing mark ( in these rules referred to as the registration 
mark ) consisting of the letters CD in the case of a motor 
vehicle belonging to a Diplomatic Officer or the letters CC in 
the case of a motor vehicle belonging to a Consular Officer , 
followed by a number containing not more than four figures . 

4. Exhibition of registration marks.- ( 1) The registration 
mark to be assigned under sub -rule (5 ) vf rule 3 shall be clearly 
exhibited , both at the front and rear of the vehicle on a plane 
surface of a plate of any metal the size of which shall be sixteen 
inches by five and half inches 
(i) with deep blue background, the registration mark and 

the number being in white , in the case of a motor 
vehicle of a Diplomatic Officer ; 
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(ii) with yellow background, the registration mark and the 

number being in black , in the case of a motor vehicle 

of a Consular Officer . 
( 2 ) The registration mark shall be in English letters and 
numerals and 
(i) save in the case of a motor cycle or an invalid carriage 

the letters shall be not less than 24 inches high and 5 /8th 
inch thick at any part, the numerals shall be not less 
than 3 } inches bigh and inch thick at any part, and 
there shall be a space between any letter and any 
numeral and between any letter or any numeral and the 
edge of the plane surface of not less than inch and a 
space between any two letters and between any two 

numerals of not less than 3 / 8th inch ; and 
(ii) in the case of a motor cycle or an invalid carriage, of 

dimensions not less than 2 / 3rds of those specified in 

clause (i). 
( 3 ) The plane surfaces aforesaid shall not be inclined from 
the vertical by more than 30 degrees. The letters and numerals 
shall be exhibited as follows, that is to say , 
(i) in the case of a transport vehicle both registration marks 

shall exhibit the letters and numerals in two separate 
horizontal lines, the letters above and the numerals 

below ; and 
(ii) in all other cases, the registration marks may exhibit 

the letters and numerals either in two horizontal lincs 

as aforesaid or in one horizontal line. 
(4 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), the 
registration mark exhibited at the front of a motor cycle or an 
invalid carriage may be displayed on a plate in line with the axis 
of the vehicle and shall , in such a case ,be displayed on both sides 
of the plate. 

(5 ) In the case of a trailer 
( a ) the registration mark shall be exhibited on a plate or 

surface on the Left hand side of the trailer, the 
dimensions of the letters and figures being not less 
than two - thirds of the diamensions prescribed in 

sub-rule ( 2 ) ; 
( b ) the registration mark of the drawing motor vehicle to 

be affixed to the rear of the trailer shall be in con 
formity with the provisions of these rules relating to 
the registration mark affixed to the rear of the motor 

vehicle . 
5. Production of vehicle at time of registration . The regis 
tering authority shall, before proceeding to register a motor 
vehicle under these rules, require the person applying for regis 
tration to produce the vehicle before it or such other authority 
as the State Government may by order appoint in this behalf in 
order that the registering authority may satisfy itself that the 
particulars contained in the application are true and that the 
vehicle complies with the requirements of Chapter V of the Act 
and of the rules made thereunder . 
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6. Assignment of fresh registration mark on removal of 
vehicle to another State.- ( 1) When a motor vehicle registered 
in accordance with these rules in one State has been kept in 
another State for a period exceeding twelve months, the owner of 
the vehicle shall apply to the registering authority within whose 
jurisdiction the vehicle then is for the assignment of a new regis 
tration mark and shall present the original certificate of registra 
tion to that authority , 

( 2 ) Every application under sub- rule ( 1) shall be made in 
quadruplicate in Form III and shall be addressed to the com 
petent authority . 

(3 ) The provisions of sub -rules (2 ) , (3 ) , (4 ) and (5 ) of 
rule 3 shall apply to an application made under sub-rule (1) of 
this rule as they apply to an application made under sub -rule (1) 
of rule 3 . 

( 4) When a fresh registration mark has been assigned , the 
registering authority shall enter the mark upon the certificate of 
registration before returning it to the applicant. The register 
ing authority shall also , in communication with the registering 
authority concerned which had previously registered the vehicle, 
arrange for the transfer of the registration of the vehicle from 
the records of that registering authority to its own records. 

7. Re- registration of existing vehicles of Diplomatic Officers 
and Consular Officers. - Within three months from the com 
mencement of these rules, every motor vehicle of a Diplomatic 
Officer or a Consular Officer , which has been registered before 
such commencement under section 24 of the Act, shall be re 
registered and shall be assigned registration marks in accordance 
with these rules. The registering authority concerned shall also 
issue to the owner of such vehicle certificate of registration under 
sub -rule ( 4 ) of rule 3 . 

8. Change of residence.- (1 ) If the owner of a motor 
vehicle registered in accordance with these rules changes his 
residence as recorded in the certificate of registration , he shall 
within thirty days of any such change intimate his new address 
in Form IV to the registering authority by which the certificate 
of registration was issued, or if the new address is within the 
jurisdiction of another registering authority , to that other 
registering authority and shall at the same time forward the 
certificate of registration to that registering authority in order 
that the new address may be entered therein . 

( 2 ) A registering authority other than the original 
registering authority making any such entry shall communicate 
the new address to the original registering authority . 

(3 ) Nothing in a sub-rule (1 ) shall apply to a case where 
the change of residence is not intended to exceed six months in 
duration or where the motor vehicle is neither used nor 
removed from the address recorded in the certificate of 
registration . 
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9. Transfer or disposal of motor vehirles.- ( 1) Where 
motor vehicle registered in accordance with thes : rules is trans 
ferred by way of sale or otherwise the transferor shall , within 
fourteen days report the fact of the transfer along with the full 
name and address of the person to who n the vehicle is trans 
ferred to the registering authority within whose jurisdiction the 
transfer is effected and shall simultaneously send copies of the 
said report to 

(a ) the transferee ; 
( b ) the competent authority ; 
( c ) the Collector of Customsof the port of importation 

of the vehicle , and where it is not possible to locate 
the port of importation , to the Collector of Central 
Excise or Customs nearest to the headquarters of 

the transferor ; and 
( d ) the original registering authority in whose records 

the registration of the vehicle is recorded , if the 
transfer is effected in the jurisdiction of another 

registering authority ; 
and shall also surrender thenumber plate in respect of the 
vehicle to the registering authority in whose records the 
registration of the vehicle is recorded , when the transfer is to a 
person other than a Diplo!natic Oficer or a Consular Officer. 

(2 ) Where the transferee is a Diplomatic Officer or a 
Consular Officer, an application by or on his behalf shall be inade 
to the registering authority for registration of the vehicle in 
accordance with these rules. 

10. Duplicate certificate of registration .- ( 1) The owner of 
a motor vehicle registered under these rules may, if the certi 
ficate or registration of the vehicle is torn , defaced or mutilated 
and shall, if it is lost or destroyed , apply in Form V - to the 
registering authority by whom the certificate was issued for the 
issue of a duplicate certificate . 

(2 ) On receipt of an application under sub -rule ( 1) 
together with the prescribed fee in cases where the applicant 
is not entitled to exemption, the registering authority shall 
issue a duplicate certificate or registration in Form II clearly 
stamped Duplicate in red ink . 

( 3 ) Where a duplicate certificate or registration has been 
obtained on the ground that the original certificate has been 
lost, the holder shall, if the original certificate is subsequently 
found, return the duplicate certificate of registration , immedia 
tely to the registering authority who issued it . 

11. Loss of number plates..- If the number plate of a motor 
vehicle is lost, the owner shall intimate the fact in writing in 
Form VI to the registering authority which has registered the 
vehicle and to the nearest police station . 

(2 ) If the number plate is subsequently found or received 
by the owner he shall again report the fact to the registering 
authority and the police station aforesaid. 

(3) If the number plate is not found or received by the 
owner, he shall arrange to have a fresh number plate prepared 
and exhibited on his motor vehicle. 
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12. Disposal of surrendered plates. - The 

number plates 
surrendered by Diplomatic or Consular Officers to the register 
ing authority under rule (9) shall be destroyed by the register 
ing authority within seven days from the date of surrender. 

13. Suspension and cancellation of Registration . - If unde 
the provisions of section 33 or section 34 of the Act, the registra 
tion of a motor vehicle made in accordance with these rules i 
suspended or cancelled , then a copy of the order of suspension 
or cancellation shall be sent to the competent authority in 
addition to each of the authorities or persons to whom a copy 
has to be sent under those sections.

The following draft of certain rules which the Government of 
Kerala propose to make in exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 2 
and 8 of the Poisons Act, 1919 (Central Act XII of 1919 ) and in super 
session of the existing rules on the subject, is hereby published for general 
information as required by sub - section ( 2 ) of Section 8 . 

Notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into con 
sideration on or after 15-6-1960. Any objection or suggestion which may 
be received from any person with respect to the draft before the date 
specified above will be considered by the Government. Objections and 
suggestions should be addressed to the Secretary to Government, Health 
and Labour Department . 

Draft rules 
1. ( 1 ) These rules may be called the Kerala Poisons Rules , 1960 . 

( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the State of Kerala . 
2. Definitions. 
In these rules, 
( a ) " the Act" means the Poisons Act, 1919 (Central Act XII of 

1919 ) ; 
(b ) " Dealer" means a person holding a licence under these rules; 
( c ) " Poison " means any substance specified in the schedule; 
(d ) " Licensing Authority " means the Drugs Controller; 
( e ) "Wholesale sale " means any sale between two licensed 

dealers by a licensed dealer to any Government Department or 
recognised school or college or to any research or medical 
institution or hospital or charitable dispensary under a regis 
tered medical practitioner or any recognised public body or . 

industrial firm requiring poison for its own use ; 
( f ) " Retail sale" means any sale other than a wholesale sale ; and 
( g ) " Sale by dispensing of prescriptions" means any sale under 

a prescription issued by a Registered Medical Practitioner . 
Explanation : 

"Registered medical practitioner" means a person , 
(i) holding a qualification granted by an authority specified or 

notified under section 3 of the Indian Medical Degrees Act, 
1916 ( 7 of 1916 ), or specified in the Schedules to the Indian 

Medical Council Act, 1956 ( 102 of 1956 ) ; or 
(ii) registered or eligible for registration in a medical register of 

any State meant for the registration of persons practising the 

modern allopathic system of medicine; or 
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(iii ) registered or eligible for registration in the register of dentists 

for any State under the Dentists Act, 1948 ( 16 of 1948); or 
( iv ) who is engaged in the practice of veterinary medicine and 

who possesses qualifications approved by the State Government. 
3. The substances specified in the Schedule appended to those rules 
· shall be deemed to be poisons for the purpose of the Act and these Rules . 

4. Unless exempted under the provisions of the Act, no person shall 
sell or possess for sale any poison specified in schedule I except under 
and in accordance with the conditions of a licence issued for such purpose 
by the Licensing Authority : 

Provided , however , that a person holding a valid licence under the 
Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 or The Drugs Act, 1940 and the rules issued 
thereunder shall not be required to take a licence under these rules to 
sell or possess for sale any substance mentioned in schedules E and H 
of the Drugs Rules, 1945 or any dangerous drugs as defined in the 
Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 even though such substances have been 
specified in the schedule to these rules. 

5. A copy of these rules shall always be exhibited in a prominent 
position at the place of the business specified in the licence granted 
under rule 4 . 

6. (i) Application for the grant or renewal of a licence to sell or 
possess for sale poisons shall be made in Form No. 1 mentioning the 
names of the poisons to the Licensing Authority and shall be accompanied 
by a fee of Rs. Five : 

Provided that if the applicant fails to apply for renewal of licence 
before the expiry of the licence in force, the fee payable for the renewal 
of such licence shall be rupees five plus an additional fee of rupees five. 

(ii) Application for duplicate licences when the original is defaced , 
lost or damaged , should be made in writing to the Licensing Authority 
and shall be accompanied by a fee of rupees two . 

7. Subject to the provisions of rules 8 and 9 ( b ) a licence granted or 
renewed under these rules shall remain in force for one year from the 
date of issue : 

Provided that if application for a fresh licence is made before the 
expiry of the period of validity of the licence , the licence shall continue to 
be in force until orders are passed on the application . 

8. (i) A licence to sell or possess for sale poisons shall be issued in 
Form No. 2 

(ii) The grant or renewal of a licence shall be the etion of 
the Licensing Authority : 

Provided however that the licensing authority shall state the 
reasons for his refusal to grant or renew the licence . 

(iil) Any person who is dissatisfied with any order passed by the 
Licensing Authority under sub - rule (ii) may, within a period of one 
month from the date of the communication of such order to him , appeal 
to the Government whose decision thereon shall be final. 

9. (a ) The licence issued to a firm or company shall always be in the 
name of the proporietor or proprietors of the company or of a responsible 
person to be nominated by them for the purpose, or in the case of a 
public company in the name of Manager. The name (or names) so 
given may be altered or amended on a written application from the firm 
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or company and on payment of a fee of Re. 1. In the case of a licence 
issued a firm or company for sale by dispensing of prescriptions, there 
shall be entered in the licence the names of all the persons, who are 
authorised by the firm or company to dispense prescriptions containing 
poisons. Amendment of the names so entered may be made on a written 
application from the firm or company and on payment of a fee of Re. 1. 

(b ) A licence shall terminate on the death of the licence holder 
or on the transfer of his business or in the case of a firm or company on 
the winding up, or the transfer of the business of such firm or company : 

Provided that, if the business carried on by the licensee as such or 
the firm or company is transferred as a going concern and the transferee 
applies for a fresh licence within 14 days of the date of such transfer, 
the subsisting licence shall continue in force, until a new licence is 
granted, or refused by the licensing authority, or until the expiry of one 
year as provided in rule 7 whichever is earlier . 

10. (a ) In the event of the termination of the licence under rule 7 or 
9 (b ) or in the event of its suspension or cancellation under rule 22 the 
stock of the poisons may be sold to any licence holder or destroyed under 
the orders of the licensing authority. In the case referred to in rule 
9 ( b ) the proceeds of the sale, if any, shall be made over to the legal 
representative of the deceased licence holder or his transferee or to the 
liquidator of the dissolved firm or company or the transferee of the firm 
or company, as the case may be. 

(b ) When a licence is suspended for certain period either wholly 
or in respect of certain items, the licensee is not empowered to carry out 
the functions, which the licensee is authorised to carry on under the 
terms of licence , either wholly or in respect of items mentioned in the 
order suspending the licence . 

11. Any Magistrate, any Police Officer of above the rank of a 
Sub- Inspector, any Medical Officer or Health Officer of or above the rank 
of an Assistant Surgeon , or any Health Inspector or Food Inspector or 
Drugs Inspector, may at all reasonable times visit and inspect the pre 
mises of a licence holder, where any poison is kept for sale and may 
inspect the stock therein and such registers as are required to be main 
tained under these rules. 

12. The following conditions shall be satisfied before a licence in 
Form 2 is granted : 

( 1) A licence in Form 2 to sell , stock , possess or exhibit for sale or 
distribute poisons shall not be granted to any person unless the licensing 
authority empowered to grant the licence is satisfied that the premises in 
respect of which the licence is to be granted is equipped with proper 
storage accommodations, subject to the provisions of Rule 19 . 

(ii) A licence will only be granted to a person who undertakes to 
abide by the conditions of the licence to the satisfaction of the licensing 
authority . 

13. Every sale of poisons shall, as far as practicable, be made by the 
licence holder in person , or, where the licence holder is a firm or company , 
through, or under the supervision of an accredited representative of such 
Arm or company. 

14. ( 1) A licence holder shall not sell any poison to any person except, 
on the presentation of a prescription issued by a registered medical practi 
tioner or on presentation of a permit issued by the licensing authority 
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for the purchase of the poison or to a whole-sale or retail licensee known 
to him personally . 

( ii ) No poison shall be sold to any person who has not attained 
the age of 21. 

15. Permits for legitimate use of poisons will be granted by the 
licensing authority , on presentation of a written application to the licensing 
authority, setting forth the purpose of the purchase, names of poisons 
and the quantity of each such poison required . 

16. Every licence holder shall maintain a register in which he shall 
enter correctly all sales of poison other than those used by a Chemist, 
Druggist or Compounder dispensing or compounding in compliance with 
the prescription of a registered medical or veterinary practitioner. The 
following details shall be entered in such register in respect of each 
sale , namely : 

(i) ( a ) Serial number, (b ) name of poison, (c ) quantity sold. 
(d ) date of sale, (e ) name and address of purchaser and permit or 
licence or prescription, (f ) purpose for which the poison was purchased 
as stated by the purchaser, ( g ) signature of purchaser . 

(ii) In a separate portion of the register shall be entered in sepa 
rate columns for each poison, the quantity of each poison sold daily, 
and those entries shall be filled up from day- to - day. 

( iii) All particulars referred to in head ( e ) of the register sha!! 
be preserved in original by the licence holder for a period of not less 
than 3 years from the date of sale . 

17. (i) A licence holder shall maintain in respect of each poison a 
stock register which shall contain the following particulars: 

( a ) Serial number , ( b ) date , ( c ) amount received, (d ) name 
and address of person from whom received , ( e ) amount sold , (f ) balance 
in stock , and ( g ) remarks. 

(ii) Poisons issued from stock to the dispensary on any day for 
retail sale and for dispensing of prescriptions, shall be entered as one 
item in the issue side of the register with a note to that effect. Detailed 
pariculars are unnecessary in regard to consumption of such poisons 
for dispensing purposes. 

(iii) The stock register shall be balanced daily . 
18. Dispensing Chemists and Druggists licensed to sell poisons by 
the dispensing of prescriptions shall, in respect of poisons, maintain A 
prescription register in which they shall enter the following particu 
lars: 

(a ) Serial number, ( b ) date, ( c ) copy of prescriptions, ( d ) nane 
and address of person prescribing, (e ) name and quantity of poison 
used , (f ) name and address of the purchaser, ( g ) remarks. 

19. All poisons kept for sale under these rules by any licence holder 
shall be kept in a box, almirah , room or building which shall be segured 
by lock and key and in which no substance shall be placed other than 
poisons possessed in accordance with the licence granted under the Act. 
Each poison shall be kept within such box , almirah, room or building 
in à separate closed receptacle of glass, metal or earthenware. Every 
such box , almirah, room or building and every such receptacle shall be 
marked with the word POISON in red characters both in English and 
in Malayalam and in the case of receptacles containing separate poisons, 
with the name of such poison . 
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20 . 

When any poison is sold , it shall be securely packed in a closed 
receptacle or packet, and every such receptacle or packet shall be label 
led by the licensee with a red label bearing in English and Malayalam 
(i) the word Poison which must be shown prominently at the top of 
the label, (ii) the name of the poison , (iii) the name of the licensee and 
( iv ) the address of the shop at which the poison is sold . The licenses 
shall also enter on the label the number and date of the entry in the 
register of sales specified in rule 16 . 

21. All patent and proprietary medicines containing any poison and 
all medicinal preparations and admixtures served by a qualified com 
pounder or a qualified dispensing chemist or druggist on prescriptions 
supplied by registered medical practitioners are exempted from the 
operation of these rules, provided that all patent and proprietary 
medicines shall bear a label with the word Poison in small red letters, 
the name of the poison and the quantity of poison present in each dose, 
fluid ounce, tablet or receptacle of such medicines. 

22. Cancellation and suspension of licences.-- (i) The licensing autho 
rity may, after giving the licensee an opportunity to show cause why 
such an order should not be passed by an order in writing stating the 
reasons therefor, cancel a licence issued, or suspend it for such period 
as he thinks fit, either wholly or in respect of some of the substances 

to which it relates, if , in his opinion , the licensee has failed to comply 
** with any of the conditions of the licence or with any provisions of the 
Act or Rule thereunder : 

1 
Provided that if such failure or contravention is the consequence 
of an act or omission on the part of an agent or employee, the licence 
shall not be cancelled or suspended unless the licensing authority is 
satisfied 

( a ) that the act or omission was instigated or connived at by the 
owner of the business or, if the owner is a firm or company, by a partner 
of the firm or a director of the company ; or 

( b ) that the owner of the business or an agent or employee of the 
owner had been guilty of a similar act or omission within twelve months 
before the date on which the act or omission in question took place and 
that the owner had, or reasonably ought to have had, knowledge of that 
previous act or omission ; or 

( c ) if the act or omission was a continuing act or omission, that 
the owner of the business had or reasonably ought to have had , knowledge 
of that previous act or omission ; or 

( d ) that the owner of the business had not used due diligence to 
ensure that the conditions of the licence or the provisions of the Act or 
the Rules thereunder were observed . 

(ii) Any person who is dissatisfied with any order passed by the 
licensing authority under sub -rule (i) may, within a period of one month 
from the date of communication of such order to him , appeal to the 
Government whose decision thereon shall be final. 

23 . (1) No dealer shall send by post any poison in compliance with 
an order received by post or telegraph or any other means unless he 
is satisfied that the order comes from or is in accordance with a pre 
scription of a registered medical practitioner, or that it comes from a 
dealer, or the head of a Government department, or a recognised school 
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or college, or a research or medical institution or hospital, or a charit 
able dispensary in charge of a qualified medical practitioner, or a recog 
nised public body or industrial firm . The sender of the order shall give 
such clear and necessary particulars about himself, his address and his 
business as will enable the dealer to verify the bona fides of the sender. 

(2 ) Any poison intended for despatch by post shall be securely packed, 
distinctly marked " Poison " in red letters on the outer cover and duly 
registered.

Bye-Laws for the Collection of License ( Fees fixed under section 

80 of the Panchayats Act II of 1950 . 
1. No place within the Panchayat area shall be used for 
any one or more of the purposes mentioned in the table of 
license fees appended , without a license from the Executive 
Authority of the Panchayat. 

2. Applications for licenses shall be made in writing to the 
Executive Authority in the prescribed printed form , which can 
be had at the Panchayat Office on payment of twelve naye paise 
each , along with the license fee prescribed for , as per the table 
of license fees annexed . 

3. Every licensee shall observe the following directions : 

( i) He shall at the close of every working day cause the 
place to be cleaned ; 

( ii) He shall at the same time cover all refuse, fragments 
of animal or other matter which have fallen or been deposited 
upon any part of the place or premises to be collected and 
placed in a suitable receptacle to the satisfaction of the Exe 
cutive Authority . 

4. The licensee shall cause every part of the internal 
surface of the walls of any building and every floor and pave. 
ment upon the said premises to be kept at all times in good 
order and repairs so as to prevent the absorption therein of any 
liquid, filth or refuse or any noxious or injurious matter which 
may be splashed or may fable therein . 
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$. The licensee shall cause every drain or means of drainage 
upon or in connection with the said premises to be maintained 
at all times in good order or repair . 

6. No person suffering from eruption of skin of any sort or 
affected with leprosy or open sore shall be employed on any 
premises used for the trade . 

7. The licensee shall put a sign -board containing his name 
together with the No. and purpose of the license , in a con 
spicuous part of the place in respect of which the license is 
granted . 

8. A breach of any of these bye -laws shall be punishable 
with a fine which may extend to fifteen rupees and in case of a 
continuing breach with fine which may extend to five rupees for 
every day during which the breach continues after conviction 
for the first breach .

in section 5 (2 ) of the S. R. Act 1956 (C. A. 37 of 1956 ) on such date as 
may be notified by the Government. 
3 . Definition . - In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires, 

( 1 ) " Document Writer " means and includes 

One who is engaged in the profession of preparing documents, 
namely doing the work of conveyancing, including investigation of title, 
preparation of draft-deeds and engrossing the deed on stamp paper for 
registration 

( 2 ) " Form " means a form appended to these rules. 

( 3 ) " License" means & Document Writers License or a Scribe s 
License granted under these rules. 

(4 ) " Licensing Authority " means the licensing authority specified 
in Rule 21. 

(5 ) " Scribe" means one who assists a document-writer in the pre 
paration of documents and who transcribes the documents (including 
copies if any ) to be presented for registration, 

4. Prohibition of unlicenced persons . - No person who is not licenced 
under these rules shall engage himself in the profession of a document 
writer or scribe : 

Provided that no advocate or pleader practising before any court 
in the State shall be required to take out a Document Writers Licence.

Provided that the provisions of this rule shall not apply to docu 
ments executed by or on behalf of or , in favour of the Government of 
India , or Government of a State in India or local authorities and other 
bodies corporate , and institutions which may by notification in the 
Gazette be specified by Government in this behalf. 
7. Disqualification.- A license shall not be granted to a person : 

( a ) If he is a minor; (b ) if he has been declared by a competent 
court to be of unsound mind ; ( c ) if he is an undischarged insolvent 
or being a discharged insolvent has not obtained from the court which 
adjudged him as insolvent, a certificate that his insolvency was caused 
by misfortune without any misconduct on his part; ( d ) in the case of 
an advocate or pleader , if he has been dismissed or is under suspension, 
from practising as such by order of any competent court; ( e ) if he has 
been convicted by a Criminal Court for an offence involving moral turpi 
tude ; (f) if he is a deaf mute ; ( g ) if he is a leper; (h ) in the case 
of a retired officer, if his retirement had been the result of misconduct ;

8. Application for license.- ( 1) An application for a Document 
Writers License shall be in Form A , that for a Scribe s license in Form B 
and that for a renewal in Form I. 

(2 ) Printed copies of the forms of application may be obtained from 
the Office of the Licensing Authority if the applicant sends a correctly 
addressed and duly stamped post cover. 
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9. Mode 


of application .- ( 1) Application for Document Writer s 
License or for a Scribe s license or for a renewal thereof, shall be pre 
sented in person or by Agent or sent by registered post to the Sub 
Registrar under whose jurisdiction the applicant resides or to whose 
office he desires to be attached primarily . 

(2 ) All applications received by the Sub Registrar shall be forwarded 
with his remarks to the Registrar of the District, who shall forward 
the same to the Licensing Authority with his recommendations . 

10. Issue of license .- ( 1) Licenses granted by the Licensing Autho 
rity will be issued through the Sub Registrar to whom the application 
for license was sent or presented . 

( 2 ) The Document Writer s License shall be in Form C and the 
Scribes Licence shall be in Form D. 

(3 ) If a license is lost or destroyed a duplicate may on adequate 
proof of such loss or destruction , be issued to the licensee on payment 
of a fine of Rupee one each . 

( 4 ) (a ) Any License issued to a Document Writer or Scribe shall be 
in force only till the first day of June every year subject to renewal 
before that date, such renewal being endorsed on the back of the License 
by the Licensing Authority, on an application of the license holder in 
Form I. 

(b ) Any non -observance of the conditions of the license or any 
misconduct of the license holder during the continuance of the license 
shall be treated as a disqualification to obtain a renewal of a license: 

Provided that an appeal - from an order of refusal to renew a 
License shall lie to the Government. 

( c ) If for any reason a license has not been renewed on or before 
the due date, the Licensee shall not be eligible to apply for a renewal in 
the succeeding year unless the default to renew at the due date, has 
been condoned by the Licensing Authority . 

(d ) The Licensing Authority may on sufficient reason shown condon 
such defaults on payment, over and above the usual renewal fee, a fine 
equal to double the renewal fee.

16. List of Document Writers to be published.-- The license numbers 
and the full name of Document-Writers for the whole State , and the 
District and the Sub-District concerned, shall be published on the notice 
board in each Sub -Registry Office. 

17. Documents, how written . - Every Document-Writer and Scribe 
shall obey the directions that may from time to time be issued by the 
Licensing Authority with regard to the use of stamp papers and other 
papers in the preparation of documents for registration . 

18. Attestation of documents .- Every non- testamentary document pre 
pared by a Document Writer and transcribed by a Scribe shall be attested 
by them in the following manner :

Note: In the case of a type -written or printed document an attestation

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19. Registers. - A document-writer shall maintain : 

(1 ) a register in form E and ( 2 ) a receipt book with counterfoil in 
form F and shall give receipts for all moneys received on account of work 
connected with every document prepared by him . 

20. Inspection of Records. - The Register and receipt book shall at all 
times be open to inspection by the officers of the Department who shall 
initial them after inspection. The licence shall also be produced for 
inspection on demand by the District Registrar and the Licensing Autho 
rity. 

21. Licensing Authority . - The Inspector-General of Registration shall 
be the Licensing Authority for the purpose of these rules. 

22. Powers and duties of Licensing Authority. - The Licensing Autho 
rity shall have power to ( a ) Grant Licenses to Document-Writers and 
Scribes ;

26. Scribes Test.- ( 1 ) The Licensing Authority may conduct a Scribes 
Test at such times and in such manner as he may determine. The date 
and place of the Test shall be notified in the Gazette. 

( 2 ) The Test shall relate to the transcription of documents . 

( 3) An examination fee of Rs. 2 shall be levied on each application 
for admission to the scribes Test. 

27. Qualification .-- A pass in the V. S. L. C. Examination or the III 
form or similar examinations will be minimum qualification for admission 
to the Document-Writers Licensing Test. 

A study upto the II form or 6th class or two years experience as 
Scribe under a Document-Writer, shall be the minimum qualification for 
admission to the Scribes Test. 

The qualifications prescribed, shall however be, subject to such altera 
tions as may be prescribed by Government on the recommendation of the 
Licensing Authority. 
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28. Application .-- Application for admission to the Document Writers 
Licensing Test or the Scribes Test shall be sent to such authority in such 
manner, and in such form as may be notified in the Gazette . 

29. Suspension of Document Writers License . - A license granted 
under these rules to a Document-Writer may be suspended if he, 
(1) Fails to maintain the registers and to issue receipts regularly as 

required by Rule 19 . 
( ii) has acted as a tout 
( iii) contravenes any of the provisions of these rules or any of the 

conditions of his license or is found guilty of disobedience to 

any lawful order passed under these rules . 
( iv ) is found guilty of any abetment of or participation in any 

illegal transaction or dealings with the staff attached to the 

registration offices . 
30. Cancellation of Document -Writers License.A licence granted 
under these rules to a document-writer may be cancelled if: 

( 1 ) His license has been suspended three times during the course 
of two consecutive years. 

( 2 ) He becomes disqualified on any of the grounds specified in 
Rule 7 . 

31. Suspension of Scribes License.- ( 1) A Scribes License may 
be suspended for improper conduct or misbehaviour in the registration 
office : 

( a ) by the Sub-Registrar for not more than one month at a time. 

( b ) by the District Registrar for not more than three months at a 
time. 

(2 ) Sub-rule (1 ) shall not apply to a Document -Writer who is his 
own scribe . 

( 3 ) Appeals from the orders of suspension under this rule shall lie 
to the Inspector -General of Registration . 

32 . Power of the Licensing Authority regarding Licenses .-- The 
licensing authority may suspend any license granted under these rules 
for any period or may cancel any such license .

The Prospectus for the Degree course in Ayurveda ( B.A.M.) 
instituted in this College by the University of Kerala under the 
Faculty of Ayurveda in 1952 is given below . 

B. A. M. Course. 

No. of Seats available - 50 . 
1. Eligibility for Admission . Those who have passed Pre 
Professional Course examination in Ayurveda or the Inter 
mediate Examination of the Kerala University with Physics, 
Chemistry and Biology as optional subjects or an examination 
recognised by the Syndicate as equivalent thereto and those who 
possess knowledge of Sanskrit will be eligible for admission to 
this course . 

2. Age. — The applicants should have completed the age 
of 17 years on or before the 30th June 1960 or will complete this 
age within four months of that date. 

3. Duration . The course shall be for a period of five years 
plus Internship for one year in the Collegiate hospital and in 
other Government hospitals recognised for the purpose .

Candidates who are 
successful in the Pre -professional examination held by the 
University will be admitted to the regular Ayurveda Course 
extending over 5 years. The course shall impart through 
theoretical and practical instructions in the various branches of 
Ayurveda which will be supplemented with detailed study in 
Anatomy and physiology and instructions in the general principles 
of other subjects such as Pathology , Bacteriology , Medicine, 
Surgery . Midwifery and Gynaecology , Medical Jurisprudence , 
Toxicology and Hygiene. 

There shall be instructions in Sanskrit during the first year 
of the regular B. A. M. Course at the end of which there shall 
be an examination on the subject. Students who complete the 
course and pass the final B. A.M.Examination will have to 
undergo an internship for one year in the Collegiate Hospitals 
and in other Government Hospitals of the State . The Degree 
shall be awarded only on successful completion of the internship . 
The degree holders will not be eligible to practise Surgery and 
Midwifery 

At present the inedium of instruction of the Ayurvedic 
Subjects in this College is Malayalam . 

Admission Requirements : -- Candidates who have passed 
the Pre -University examination of the Kerala University are 
eligible for admission to the Pre-professional course. Candidates 
appearing from the Madras University should have offered 
optionals in Physics, Chemistry and Biology .
